nothing about it to any one and four 
days subsequently, shoot himself in the 
arm accidently with the same weapon' 


That is the latest phase of the un- 


solved mystery. 


Some new light may be thrown up- 


on the mystery sun oundlng the find- 
ing of the body of the supposed man 
Goudy last week, whose body was ex- 
humed after burial for further exam- 
ination. 


The bullet found in the head and all 


attending circumstances 
pointed 
to 


self destruction and in the absence of 
anything positive, upon such, theory 
the case was rested. 


Now comes to light what may con- 


vert that theory into a proven fact— 
that the unfortunate man did actually 
commit suicide. 


On the day previous to the finding 


of the decomposed body, 
Saturday, 


theie was seen by several people at 
Wells ranch, in the neighborhood of 
where the body was found, a Walker 
Lake Indian, roaming aimlessly about, 
avoiding those around the ranch, yet 
observing their movements 
Ilie xmusual sight of a lone Indian 


prowling around in that locality was 
the subject of slight comment but 
further thought of it passed

'ffn JUake Indian appeared at the office 
of Dr. Mbirlson, the county physician 
HI9 arm was -wrapped in a piece of 
blanket and upon examination it was 
found that it was wounded from, a 32- 
calibre bullet having1 evidently pierced 
the member, a* far' as could be de- 
termined by appearances. 
v Wlfen questioned how it happened 
the red man mumbled that he had a 
gun and it fired the bullet accidently 
into his arm. 
The wound was dressed and the In- 


dian departed to return in a couple of 
days for redressing. He has not been

The bullet found in the head of the 


man Goudy was a 32-calibre short and

THE OUTLOOK FOR PEACE 


I 


T would seem that the negotiations foi peace in the 
Far East are likely to be bioken because of the delay 


in arranging for an armistice between the opposing forces 
in Manchutia Both commanders seem anxious to try con- 
clusions again and the leopenmg of nostllities ^vould 
probably result in indefinitely continuing the struggle 


Tlie Japanese h^e laid theii plans deep and strong 


and are little disposed to entet into negotiations for peace 
with their ancient enemy at a time when they aie flushed 
•\\ith victpiy and profess to see the triumph almost within 
their grasp Added to this Is the well grounded suspicion 
that it means only a breathing spell for exhausted Russia. 


On the other hand, General Llnevitch and his staff, 


backed by the war paity are urging the Czar to decline 
all proffers fot mediation, expressing the most supreme 
confidence in the ultimate triumpn. of Russian arms. 


With the ascendency of the war spirit so pronounced 


in both nations it seems haidly pos&ible that even were an 
armistice to be declared that it would result In anything 
more than a temporary cessation of hostilities Japan will 
undoubtedly ask for a war indemnity that will stagger 
Russia and aiouse the last vestige of their national pride 
to the point of desperation, and it must be admitted that 
although Russia has suffered terribly in the war she is 
a long way from national bankruptcy With a united peo- 
ple bent upon avenging a national disgiace there can be 
no doubt that Russia will prolong the war until she wears 
her adversary by sheer weight 


As much as th~> world desires peace it is questionable 


whether either party to the controveisy would be be sat- 
isfied with the teims upon which It could be arranged at 
this time

Under the United States deportation 


laws any foreigner •who comes to our 
shores and becomes insane within two 
years after his arrival on American 
soil may be deported, at the expense of 
the steamship company bilnging him 
to the "United States. 


The case in question is the first of its 


kind which has come up in this state. 
The 
Spaniard 
came here 
about 


eighteen months ago and soon after 
his arrival he became insane and was 
committed to the asylum. 


As the time is short in -which to get 


him out of the country, and as there 
appeared to be but little prospect of his 
condition improving, the hospital au- 
thorities reported the matter to the 
government immigration bureau. 


Prompt steps were taken by the de- 


partment and last evening the officers 
started with the Spaniard upon nis 
long trip to his native land.

$1000 and judge Curler ordered him 
released pending the disposition of the 
charge upon( which he was held to 
answer before the grand jury. 


The bond executed by Hand was a 


lengthy and unique document and is 
probably the first legal document of its 
kind filed in this county. 
It was <a 


bond upon a habaes corpus proceedings 
issued 
entirely 
upon constitutional 


grounds 
So far as is known it is the 


first bond of its kind that has ever 
been made a matter of record in this 
county, and it is doubtful if the same 
character of a proceeding has 
ever 


been invoked to secure the release of 
a person charged with crime In this 
state. 


Immediately upon his release Hand 


left town on foot to get to his claims 
at Olinghouse in order to 
complete 


some assessment work 
upon which 


only seven days remained in which he 
could legally do the work and hold 
the claims. 


Hand's friends claims that his trou- 


ble is the outgiowth of a conspiracy 
to get away from him several valuable 
claims in the Whitehorse district. Had 
he not •secured his release and been 
enabled to return to his prospects the 
Ump for making the assessment work 
on his property would have elapsed and

Hand has the appearance of being 


an industrious hard working fellow, 
for whom theie has been considerable 
sympathy expressed. He did not let 
the grass grow under his feet after be- 
ing released from jail, but struck out 
for Olinghouse post haste.

lode, the Sparks Mining Company"1 t.wo 
miles from Sparks, has at last been 
successful in what seemed to be a f 
lorn hope. 


Harry Ramsey, a son In law of the 


discoverer of the lead, and who ia 
now a leaser on the property, has found 
on 'the dip of the formation In the 
Des«rt King ground,-a recurrence of 
the ore bodies which yielded a fortune 
near the apex of the^ lodge. 


As the ore body is not -well walled, 


it Is difficult to. estimate the; extent 
of the find, as 'the ore and country rock 
are almost 
identical 
in appearance, 


and even the richest of the ore will 
not pan. 


But by .measuring the distance be- 


tween 
the 
most .remote sulphide 


stringer and including the Intervening 
chlorides, with the ore shoot; there is 
plainly evidenced an ore body of more 
than passing inportance. 
What few 


assays have been obtained' show an 
average of $100 to the 'ton, and It will 
not be long before Mr. Ramsey -will 
have his first carload shipment on the 
way to the smelter. 


It will be remembered that Mr. Ram- 


sey was largely instrumental In aid- 
Ing his aged father in law to place 'the 
property in shape to make it a pro- 
ducer. 
He has during the last four 


years labored diligently and spent con- 
siderable money in the Wedeklnd dis- 
trict, in hope of opening up new ore 
bodies. One of his shafts in the vicin- 
ity is the deepest workings In the dis- 
trict. One feature of this discovery is 
worthy of note and that Is that the 
find was made, westerly from the ori- 
ginal strike, and a't a lower altitude on 
the hill, thus demonstrating the con- 
tinuity of the use measure, and en- 
abling further prospecting of this and 
surrounding properties to be made in 
less haphaard fashion. 


The Wedekind mine, now known as
